Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Constituents 
Lay Many Serious Grievances 
Before the Premier. 



He Tells Them That He Has Not 
Promised to Grant the Demands 
of Montreal. 



Quehec, Oct. 14. — Premier Laurier re- 
ceived n deputation yeBterday from the 
electors of Quebec East. Numbers of 
grievances of' the city of Quebec were 
then Bet forth to the Premier. Among 
the moat prominent of these were the 
continuation of the Intercolonial railway 
to Montreal in a roundabout way, which 
would result detrimentally to the city; 
the proposal to deepen the river at Mon- 
treal at the country's expense : and tho 
continuation in office of Lieutenant- 
Governor Chapleau. The deputation 
also claimed that certain patronage 
should he given to Quebec, including 
subsidy for building the Quebec bridge. 

Premier Laurier listened patiently to 
the document read to him. He said 
much of what waB sot forth in the reso- 
lutions was news to him, and told his 
audience that there were many rumors 
in circulation which were simply news- 
paper roportB, without foundation. 
With reference to all promises he had 
made to Quebec, they were sacred. Ever 
since he had been in power he had been a 
very busy man, and lie remarked 
that people were well aware 
he had been absent from the 
country for three months, during 
which time a tremendous volume of 
business had accumulated, which to- 
gether with appointments in different 
parts of the Dominion took up most of 
his time. 

The lieutenant-governorship of Que- 
bec, he announced, had never been dis- 
cussed in the cabinet and there were in 
fact many members to whom the mat- 
ter had never been mentioned. It was 
therefore clear that rumors on that 
subject in the newspapers were piema 
ture, to say tho least, and emanated only 
from tho imagination of the writerB. 
On Montreal harbor improvements and 
the deepening of channel to Montreal, 
neither he nor Mr. Tarte had pledged 
their word in any way to the gentlemen 
interested at Montreal. They had not 
even bound themselves to dredge the 
channel to a uniform depth of 30 feet. 



VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY. 

The Distinguished Russian Jurist to Whom 
the Position of Umpire Has Been 
Offered. 

Washington, Oct. 14. — The interna- 
tional court of arbitration to pass on the 
British- Venezuela boundary has been 
completed by the selection of M. Maer- 
tenB, a distinguished Russian jurist, as 
umpire, and arrangements are being 
made for the assemblage of the court at 
Paris during the late summer or fall of 
next year. In the meantime the briefs 
of Great Britain and of Venezuela are 
being prepared, but none of the papers 
have yet been submitted. M. Maertens 
will act not only as umpire but also as 
president of the court. 

M. Maertens has a world-wide reputa- 
tion aa an authority on international 
law, which has led to his frequent selec- 
tion as arbitrator and umpire in inter- 
national differences. He is an official of 
the Russian foreign office, professor of 
international law at the University of 
St. Petersburg, and author of MaertenB' 
Treaties, tho standard book of reference 
on all the treaties oi the world. 

Little doubt is felt as to his accept- 
ance. Professor Maertens waB one of 
the delegates named by the Russian gov- 
ernment to represent it at the approach- 
ing conference to be held in this city to 
consider the conditions of seal life in the 
North Pacific. It is understood his 
selection as the fifth arbitrator and head 
of the commission makeB it impossible 
for him to participate in tho Washing- 
ton conference, bo that tbe Russian in- 
terests in the matter probably will re- 
main in care of Mr. Botkine and the two 
delegates who will sit with him.

GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 

Prospects Brighter Than For Years— A Con 
fesslon of Leakage in Passenger 
Receipts. 

London, Oct. 14.— The annual meet 
ing of the stockholders of the Grand 
Trunk railway of Canada was held to- 
day. The attendance was large and bar 
monious. Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson, 
president of the road, congratulated the 
stockholders on the announcement that 
the accounts showed a surplus of $13, 
540. He Baid the prospects of the road 
were brighter than /or years, adding 
that while the passenger traffic was 
greatly decreased, owing to the depres- 
sion^ the revenue therefrom declined 
but little because of greater care being 
taken in collecting tickets. The in- 
creased revenue, the president further 
explained, was due to reforms, decreased 
working expenses, improved manage- 
ment and the establishment of perman- 
ent economies in tho operation of the 
road. 

The agreement with the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk railroad, said Sir Charles, 
was less favorable than the agreement of 
1890. The same ratio was not expected 
for the coming six months, but, he 
added, Canada and the United States 
are undoubtedly entering upon a period 
of increasing prosperity. Referring to 
clause 2'i of the Dingley bill, the presi- 
dent said he was happy to announce 
that Attorney-General McKenna had de- 
clared it to be unconstitutional, thus re- 
moving a causa of friction. The presi- 
dent then expressed the hope that hiB 
proposal to tbe Central Vermont bond- 
holders- would be accepted and that a 
permanent alliance with the Wabash 
railroad would be effected. The presi- 
dent praiBed the management of the 
Grand Trunk railroad and emphasized 
the importance of encouraging factories 
along the lino. 

Mr. Baker, a shareholder, attacked the 
board of directors, saying it did not show 
any qualifications for managing an 
American railroad. The condition of 
the Grand Trunk, Mr. Baker continued, 
was due to the reckleBB acquisition of 
subsidiary lines. He was surprised at 
the president for presenting so incom- 
plete a statement and denounced the 
appointment of an American, Mr. Charles 
M. Hayes, aB general manager, as he 
claimed the management of American 
railroads was notoriouslv rotten.

PREMIER PETERS' RETIREMENT. 

Confirmation of the Report That He Will

Halifax, Oct. 14.— (Special)— There 
seems to be no doubt that Hon. Fred. 
PeterB, Premierof Prince Edward Island, 
s about to retire from the government, 
and tho report is confirmed that he in- 
tends to remove to British Columbia, 
where he will in all probability be asso- 
ciated with one or more leading mem- 
bers of the provincial bar in the practice 
of law. 

Mr. A. R. Warburton, a well-known 
member of the provincial house, is 
prominently mentioned as a probable 
successor to" Mr. Peters as Premier. Mr. 
D. Farquhareon and Hon. Peter Sinclair 
are also spoken of in connection with the 
leadership of the government. 



SIR HIBBERT TOO. 

Confirmation of the Report That He Will 
Remove to Victoria. 

Halifax, Oct. 14.— Sir Charles Hib- 
bert Tupper may resign as one of the re- 
presentatives of Pictou county in the 
Commons. Sir Hibbert proposes to re- 
side in British Columbia for the future, 
his intention being to become the iaw 
partner of the Hon. Frederick Peters, 
who ie about to reaisrn the premiership 
of Prince Edward Island. Sir Hibbert 
at present is connected with a Halifax 
legal firm. 

Ottawa, Oct. 14. — It is reported that 
Sir Hibbert Tupper is at Pictou consult- 
ing his constituents as to resigning tbe 
representation of that county preliminary 
to removing to Victoria, B.C. 



MR. BLAIR BANQUETTED. 

Political Parties in His Province United to 
Show Appreciation of His 
Services. 

St. John, N.B., Oct. 14.— (Special)— 
The non-political banquet to Hon. A. G. 
Blair, minister of railways and canals, 
here lnat night, was the most brilliant 
affair of tho kind ever held in the prov- 
ince. Upwards of fifty leading Conser- 
vatives were among thoso present. Mr. 
Blair in his speech said it waB desirable 
that Canada should have an all Canadian 
line through her own territory. 

A COMMISSION FOR LiURIER. 

The Canadian Premier Will Write a History 
of the Hudson's Bay Company. 

London, Oct. 14. — (Special)— Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier has undertaken with a lead- 
ing firm of London publishers to write a 
history of the Hudson's Bay Company. 
It will be based on the archives of the 
company. Mr. Beckles Willson will be 
associated with the Canadian Premier in 
his work.

GRENIER'S SENTENCE. 

Tarte Will Ask That Executive Clemency 
Be Extended. 

Montreal, Oct. 14. — In the Queen's 
bench to-day W. A. Grenier was sen- 
tenced to six months' imprisonment for 
libelling Hon. Israel Tarte, minister of 
public works. His counsel made a 
second attempt to stay the proceedings 
by presenting a motion for arrest of 
judgment, but the motion was rejected 
by the court, Grenier must in addition 
furnish security to keep the peace for 
two years. It is understood that Tarte 
will sign a petition to the Minister of 
Justice on behalf of Grenier asking for 
clemency. 

INTERCOLONIAL EXTENSION. 

The Government Railway Soon to Run Its 
Trains Into Montreal. 

Montreal, Oct. 14. — The formal open- 
ing of tho Drummond County railway, 
practically from St. Hyacinthe to Levis, 
will take place October 22, and from 
November 1 Intercolonial trains will 
come direct to thiB city instead of making 
Levis their terminus. 



POVERTY IN JERUSALEM. 

Artisans There Petition Queen Victoria for 
Relief From Their Misery. 

London, Oct. 14.— In view of tbe sec- 
ondist movement, curiosity attaches to a 
petition addressed to the Queen by a 
number of Jewish artisans in Jerusalem.

" We are now suffering the utmost mis- 
ery." They humbly beg the Queen " to 
have pity on us and to find for us an agri- 
cultural colony in Cyprus," and add:

POLITICS IN SERYIA. 

A Parliamentary Party Bent on Plundering 
Their Rivals Instead ol the 
State. 

London, Oct. 14. — The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail, describing 
the proceedings of the trial of two hun- 
dred brigands and receivers of stolen 
property, now, in progress at Tscbai- 
schak, Servia. says it haB developed a 
plot for the systematic plundering and 
murdering of members of the Liberal 
party at the instigation of the Radicals, 
prominent among whom is Deputy 
Tajsitch. A well known member of the 
assembly says : The leader of the brig- 
ands, a man named Barkitsch, testified 
that he killed a schoolmaster named 
Backevitch, who was also a political 
writer, at tlie instigation of Deputy Tap- 
sitcli, and deposed that the latter prom- 
ised to assist him to escape into Monte- 
net'ro, where, according to the deputy, 
Prince Nicholas, who also desired the 
death of Backovitch, was to reward him 
handsomely. Deputy Tajsitch then 
Bounded Barkitsch as to the possibility 
of assassinating King Alexander of Ser- 
via. When tliiB stage of the proceed- 
ings was reached the brigand leader sud- 
denly stopped the disclosures and de- 
clared Ihb previous testimony false, but 
the retraction is Raid to be due to a bribe 
from Deputy Tajsitch. 

LIFE IN TENNESSEE. 

Whitecaps Attack a Negro Who in Self De- 
fence Kills Five. 

Milan, Tenn., Oct. 14.— A large party 
of wlutecaps went to the home of Dot 
Price, negro, and riddled the doors and 
windows with bullets. The negro, 
through tho window, fired repeatedly 
into thegang, and groans and yells testi- 
fied to his deadly aim. William Scies 
was found dead surrounded by four of 
his companions dying from mortal 
wounds. The bodies were soon spirited 
away, but it is learned that three of tho 
wounded men will die. Intense excite- 
ment is reported, and a race war is pre- 
dicted, as the whitecapa aie swearing 
vengeance on the negroes, who defiantly 
dare them to do their worst.

A Too Common Tale Told Once More— A 
Baltimore Tragedy. 

.Baltimore, Oct. 14.— Matthew Rogers, 
a grocer at li!G West Randall street, and 
Mrs. Ida Wreight, his mistress, were 
found dead in Rogers' house this morn- 
ing. Both had been shot. The police 
think it is a case of murder or suicide, 
but Rogers' relatives Inoist that it was 
the work of a former admirer of the wo- 
man. Her husband is still living and is 
thought to bo in West Virginia. The 
only other person in the house was a

nothing of the tragedy until awakened 
several hours after it occurred.

The line now extends from Portland 
south to Eugene, and north from San 
Francisco to Redding, leaving a gap of 
380 miles. It is expected this gap will 
be closed and telephone connection be- 
tween Portland and San Francisco es- 
tablished by January 1. This line will 
complete telephone connection from 
Vancouver, B.C., on the north, through 
Whatcom, Everett, Seattle and Tacoma 
to Portland and thence to San Francisco 
and will then be one of the longest lines 
in the United States.

Net Losses of From One to Two Points in the 
Active Stocks. 

New York, Oct. 11.— In to-day's stock ; 
market the ready success of the bears in 
depressing prices led them occasionally to 
take profits. These spasmodic movements 
were achieved without, effecting any mate- 
rial change in the general level of prices, 
and the upward course soon resulted In an 
almost stagnate condition. Sugar was 
heavy and declined at one time three points 
below last night's level. The firmest tone 
of tho market during the day was In 
the last hour, and it looked as though 
prices would be allowed to recover within a 
traction of last night's close, but a renewed 
drive in the last ten minutes of trading 
knocked them down again. Net losses 
ranged from 1 to 2 points in the active 
stocks. The Southern railways and the 
Bouthwestorns and some of the coalers 
showed the greatest weakness' in the rail- 
road list. Manhattan was quite severely 
bandied. The money market continues 
easy, though with no appreciable change in 
rates. Sterling exchange was steady in 
spite of an advance in the Bank of Eng- 
land's rate of discount. 

Tho Evening Post says: On to-day's 
security market yesterday 's somewhat ag- 
gressive buying* disappeared. The day's 
extreme changes varied from fractional 
losses in the Anthracite st. cks to such de- 
clines as three points in Sugar, Consolidat- 
ed Gas and Chicago Gas. Granger shares 
came in for some weakness, St. Paul, Rook 
Island, and Burlington losing nearly two 
points a piece by midday, but recovering 
about ball of this loss in the later trading. 
The close was very dull with Irregular but 
rather general recoveries. The day was 
again devoid of any particularly interesting 
news.

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GOSSIP OF THE MINES. • 

The Boundary Falls Before the Public in 
Favorable LiRht-Report on the N 
Excelsior. 

Vancouver, Oct. 14. (Special)— In 

regard to the ICxceleior mine Supt. Jen- 
sen, in hia report dated 11th October, 
says: " The tunnel, as stated, is in 130 
feet. It ia now, however, a very steep 
incline rather than tunnel. Some very 
good looking quartz came in on the bot- 
tom last evening. Still is in quartz, nc 
foot wall, ledge now about IS feet wide 
Mr. Sanders, the contractor, has com- 
pleted the house, and, in my opinion, in 
a very satisfactory manner and up to 
specifications." 

It. has always been difficult to get 
news of the Boundary Falls msne, near 
Greenwood City. The mine is owned by 
prominent Peterborough and Vancouver 
men, arid not a dollar's worth of stock 
ha8 been put on the market. When 
asked about the mine, the answer was 
invariably given that they were saying 
nothing till it was considered proved. 
This has apparently been done and the 
Colonist is first to receive the authentic 
news. 

The ore of the Boundary Falls mine is 
free milling to the extent of over 50 per 
cent. On the surface the indications 
were indifferent, the rock assaying but a 
few dollars to the ton. At about fifteen 
feet, however, the owners were astonnd- 
ed at running across vein matter assay- 
ing over if 100 a ton, then a horse was met 
with and eventually overcome, and at 05 
feet a true Assure vein ie discovered clean 
cut, through perfectly formed walls. This 
rock showed quantities of visible gold, 
and an assay of ore taken all across the 
S foot vein was made at Roasland and 
the certificate shown to the Colonist 
correspondent. This average sample ran 
■8 oz. S dwfc. in gold and 8 oz. 12 dwt. 
in silver to the ton, or a value per ton of 
.$172. A concentrating plant is to be 
•erected near the mine at au early date. 

WHISKEY IN A WJCECK. 

A C. P. R. Freight Train Tumbles Over a 
High Embankment. 

Vancouver, Oct. 14. — Yesterday 
the freight, drawn by engine No. 318, 
was wrecked about six miles east of 
Golden. The track had been lifted for re- 
pairs, and the train coining along at the 
usual rate could not stop on account of 
frost on the rails. The consequence was 
that nine cars and the engine were 
thrown from the track, three cars land- 
ing in the Kicking HorBe river, 
the others stopping half way down 
the bank. The fireman jumped, but 
the driver stayed with the engine, 
which only went about half way down 
the precipice. The track is about 70 
feet above the Kicking HorBe, and is 
strewn with broken pieces of cars, 
wheels, coal, oats, gin, whiskey, etc. 
There are four cars of liquor, two of 
coal, one Pabst refrigerator, one car of 
oats, and one of way freight for Fort 
Steele via Golden, Donald and Revel- 
Bloke. Xo person was hurt. Two 
tramps who had been stealing a ride 
jumped out from a car of coal unhurt. 
At present a gang of men are at work 
clearing away the wreck. The loss will 
be considerable, as much of the liquor, 
which was in bottles, is lost.

The Tribune says: During the month 
of September tbero was entered at the 
port of Nelson for export ore and matte 
of the value of iflSS.lS-!, more than half 
of which was smelter product from the 
Trail and Hall Mines smelter. The ex- 
ports for the week ending October 
bring the total value for the year up to 
$6,260,701, Tho returns from the out- 
port of Revelstoke for the month of Sep- 
tember show that G14 tons of Slocan ore 
valued at !f'J(i,402 were exported via 
Revelstoke. These -figures added to the 
returns of the port of Nelson show that 
during the month of September the 
minea and smelters of southern Koote- 
nny exported ore and matte to the value 
of $810,717. ' This establishes the past 
month as the banner month in the his- 
tary of Bouthern Kootenay, but this re- 
cord will be exceeded by each of the 
three remaining months of the current 
year, and the total output of 1897 may 
safely be estimated at $3,500,000, and 
may probably reach the ifil.OOO.OOO 
mark, 

The returns from tho port of Nelson 
for the quarter ending September 30th, 
show a wonderful increase in the volume 
of exports and imports as compared 
with the corresponding quarter in 1896. 
The imports for the quarter amounted 
in value to $403,999, made up $311,330 
dutiable goods, $92,0(19 free goods. The 
collections for the quarter amounted to 
$90,099.92. The exports amounted to 
$1,960,117, of which the mine contributed 
$1,933,246, animals and their produce 
$4,012, and manufacturers $22,859. For 
the quarter ending September, 1896, the 
imports amounted to but $30(1,122, and 
the collections but $09,143.17. The ex- 
ports for the same quarter amounted to 
$738,5(iS, of which the mine contributed 
$730,535. These figures show that the 
buaineBB of southern Kootenay has treb- 
led during the past twelvemonths.

$22,500, lesB $2,500 insurance, to Mrs. 
Lang, the widow to receive $7,500 and 
each child $.2500. 

Justice McColl will in all probability 
not give judgment until the appeal be- 
fore the full court in the Paterson case 
has been received. 

NEWS OP THE PROVINCE. 

NANAIMO. 

The fourth annual provincial conven- 
tion of the Young People's Society of 
Christian Endeavor was held here this 
week. The delegates were formally 
welcomed by Oapt. H. L. Dempster, on 
behalf of the St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church, in which the meetings were 
held, and by Mayor Davison, on behalf 
of the city. Kev. J. A. Logan, of 
Eburne, responded on behalf of the 
clergy. Mr. Brown, of St. Andrew's 
church, Vancouver, in the absence of 
Mr. George McU.indless, of Victoria, re- 
sponded on behalf of the visiting so- 
cieties. The Y.P.S.C.E. had, he said, 
been welcomed in the other provincial 
cities, aud he was confident that Nanai- 
mo had extended a more enthusiastic 
welcome than any of the rest. On be- 
half of the local O.K. Union, of Vancou- 
ver, Mr. Gerrard extended a cordial in- 
vitation to the convention to bold its 
sessions in that city next year. It was 
carried unanimously that the invitation 
be accepted. 

The funeral of the late Woo. Ilanna, 
who died at Sandon, 15.0., last week, of 
pneumonia, took place from the family 
residence, on Milton street, on Monday 
in the preseijeeof numerous sympathiz- 
ing friends. Kev. Mr. dimming offi- 
ciated at the house and at the grave. 

Mr. James Dunsmuii being asked by 
a representative of the Free PresB as to 
the prosnect for shipping some of his 
company's coal from Nanaimo harbor 
said: "Tho preBent outlook for the 
shipping of the coal from this port is 
very Rood, The company propose util- 
izing the E.&N. line to a point near 
Mr. ThomaB Kitchin's residence, on 
Newcastle townsite, From there the 
company propose to lUiiaYline, making 
connection with the proposed docks to 
be elected im me Lately adjoining the 
north side of the Millstream, at the in- 
tersection of Stewart avenue and Water 
street.

Dunemuir explained that this class of 
dock was now considered superior to any 
other for quick deBpatchin tho shipment 
of coal.

ROSSLAND. 

The Record says: " William Mackenzie 
and D. D. Mann are expected in Pose- 
land to-morrow. They have purchased "

mean much. It is said by those who 
claim to be in a position to know that 
an independent railroad from Rosaland 
to the coast is a probability. That 
Messrs. McKenzie and Mann and their 
associates are amply able to build it, and 
that they look upon it as a paying in- 
vestment. If such is their intention, 
they will no doubt attempt to obtain a 
subsidy from the provincial government 
from Rosaland and Penticton, which 
will complete the chain, as assistance 
for the balance of the distance has already 
been granted." 

This city is to have a supreme court 
registrar immediately, and a court house 
will Boon follow.

THE PREMIER AT ROSSLAND. 

The Btupid News-Advertiser (we use 
tho adjective because it is that which 
our contemporary has selected out of all 
the dictionary to apply to newspapers 
which do not agree with it), in condemn- 
ing what it is pleased to call ministerial 
jaunts over the province, seems likely to 
stand alone. The Itossland Board of 
Trade, a purely non-political institution 
and located in what we have been told is 
the very hot-bed of opposition, though 
we venture to predict events will prove 
the contrary, regards the Premier's 
trip as gratifying and laudable. To any 
one except a very atupid person this pro- 
position of the board would seem to be 
highly reasonable. 

The Premier's meeting with the Roeb- 
land Board of Trade is of such general 
interest that we offer no apology for re- 
producing the full report as printed in 
the EoBsland Miner. We think all who 
read it will concede that the board ex 
pressed itself with moderation and good 
taste, and that Hon. Mr. Turner's reply 
was dignifiedand BtateBmanlike. There 
was nothing like a temporizing or vote- 
catching nature about his statements, 
which were made in a straightforward, 
business-like way, as a business man 
ought to talk to business men. We can 
very readily believe the statement which 
reaches us that Mr. Turner made a most 
excellent impression. 

The characteristic feature of all Mr. 
Turner's intercourse in public matters 
ia his frankness. Sometimes it may put 
him temporarily at a disadvantage when 
dealing with those who are actuated by 
a double purpose ; but in the long run it 
pays. The people can be relied upon to 
appreciate plain every day honesty in 
their public men, and we feel confident 
that Kootenay will hesitate a long time 
before casting its vote to displace Mr. 
Turner from office and substitute any of 
the political adventurers who have lately 
been wooing its support. 

Mr. Turner's remarks ehow what a 
variety of subjects are pressing for con- 
sideration at the hands of the govern- 
ment and legislature, and demonstrate 
the trumpery character of the doma- 
gouic nonsense which the Party of Insin- 
cerity would introduce into provincial 
politics. It is impossible to read the 
memorial, presented by the Kossland 
Board of Trade, without feeling a degree 
of satisfaction at the practical common 
penso attitude which the business people 
of that city take in public affairs. There 
may be some things in the memorial 
upon which we will not all see alike; 
but everyone will admit that tho docu- 
ment is a commendable attempt to deal 
in a practical way with practical sub- 
jects. Such expressions of public opin- 
ion are highly salutary, and ought to be 
encouraged in every practicable way. 

Perhaps none of tho Premier's state- 
ments will be read with greater interest 
that his remark in regard to the repre- 
sentation of Kootenay, which eeems to 
have satisfied hiB auditors. We disclose 
no state secret when we say that the de- 
sirability of giving Kootenay additional 
representation 1b a matter which has 
occupied Mr. Turner's attention for some 
time, and upon which ho has always ex- 
pressed himself vory freely. He has 
never at any time expressed the opin 
ion that the present distribution of repre- 
sentation was to bo regarded as final, 
and although he has said in the most 
public way that while conditions are 
changing as rapidly us they now are in 
British Columbia it is premature to talk 
of a general redistribution bill, he has at 
no time indicated any averseness to 
remedying any palpable defect in the 
present system. 

Mr. Turner's statomont that he finds 
the general sentiment of tho people 



CANADA A NATION. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said at Toronto 
the other day that he favored closer 
commercial relations with the United 
States, but believed that nothing should 
be done to advance them that is incon- 
sistent with the honor of the Canadian 
nation. We refer to this for the pur- 
pose of calling attention to the expres- 
sion " Canadian nation." The position 
of Canada is very remarkable and 
wholly without historical precedent. To 
all intents and purposes Canada is a 
nation; in the completeat senBe, though 
" a daughter in her mother's house," 
she is " mistress of her own." For- 
eigners can hardly understand this, and 
our southern neighbors understand it 
least of all; but there is perhaps not 
much cause for wonder in this, for we 
hardly understand ic ourselves. Can- 
adian nationality has, as Tennyson said 
of British freedom, 

Slowly broadened down from precedent to 
precedent. 

Even those who havo lived d uring the 
whole period of development, from tho 
beginningof responsible government un- 
til now, can hardly appreciate fully how 
it has come about that Canada is at one 
and the same time a dependency and a 
nation. It is time that someone endeav- 
ored to treat in analytical form the poli- 
tical history of Canada during the last 
sixty years. It is replete with interest to 
the student, who Beeks to understand how 
free men can work out the problem of 
self-government. 

One of the moat gratifying signs of tho 
times is the greater frequency with 
which Canadians use the word Canadian. 
There was marked antipathy to the 
term in the early days of the Union. 
The Maritime Provinces' people were 
very slow in calling themselves Cana- 
dians ; the Ontario people were careful 
to have it understood that they were 
English-Canadians, and even here in 
Britiah Columbia it has not always been 
faahionable for people to speak of them- 
selves as Canadians. Only a few days 
ago a respected visitor to the Colonist 
office declined to say Canadian, and 
spoke of the people of this community as 
colonists, and he himself was born in 
America. Now at last we are all bc« 
ginning to call ourselves Canadians and 
are quite ready to have other people so 
describe us. We no longer think it ne- 
cessary to distinguish between English 
and French-Canadians. We are all alike 
citizens of Canada, the youngest and 
moat virile of the nations. 

Aa Canadians we havo the grandest 
heritage and the greatest opportunitiea 
of any people. The Btrong arm of the 
Mother of Nations is ready to guard us. 
We have as a people that spirit of self- 
reliance which makes the Anglo-Saxon 
the world-conquering race. We have 
the commercial instinct strongly devel- 
oped. We have that sense of fair-play 
which is distinctively British. Although 
for the most part our population is of 
British lineage and Protestant religion 
we entrust the leadership of our ali'aira 
to a Roman Catholic of French descent, 
and there has yet to beBpoken in Canada 
the first word to suggest that his religion 
or race is an objection to him as Premier. 
This is because Canadian nationality is 
a real thing. To-day, in all that makes 
a country a nation, Canada Btanda 
upon aa high a plane aa the United 
States, and in respect to the solidarity 
of the various element j of its population 
is in an infinitely safer position. 



companied with inflammable gasses has 
been alleged as the cause, but whatever 
set it going, it only stopped when it 
reached the sea coast, and there was no- 
thing more to burn. VeBaels in the 
harbor of Marimichi were burned &b they 
rode at anchor. Among the incidents 
of the fire may be mentioned the drown- 
ing of twenty-five persons who took re- 
fuge in a boat, the complete extinction of 
thirteen families, being a whole settle- 
ment; the burning to death of forty 
people in another settlement, the com- 
plete annihilation of lumbering parties, 
and so on. The wild animals of the 
forest, the fish in the rivers, and even 
the birds iu the air perished in count- 
less thousands. Such of the wild ani- 
mals aa reached places of safety among 
human beinge or farm stock seemed for 
the time to lose all their ferocity. 

One eye-witness, describing the scene, 
said that a huge black cloud appeared in 
the Northwest out of which tongues of 
flame extended. It advanced with the 
speed of a race horse and a noise louder 
than thunder, while above the roar of 
the flames there were roverbations which 
sounded like ordinary thunder, only far 
more terrible in their intenBity. Nearly 
every ono believed that the end of all 
things had come. 

This awful calamity left tho survivors 
in a perfectly dazed condition. They 
thought of abandoning the country, 
which over a district 100 miles long and 
GO broad was burned as black aB coal ; 
but first the surrounding cities, and then 
the legislature and afterwards the people 
of Great Britain came forward gener- 
ously with contributions and the suffer 
ing was alleviated. An enormous amount 
of the finest pine timber was destroyed, 
and although that portion of the fire- 
swept region not under tillage iB now 
clothed with forest, there are yet traces 
on every hand of the terrible work done 
on that October night seventy-two years 
ago. 



THE MIRAMICHI FIRE. 

The Newcastle, N. B., Advocate of 
October 0, mentions the fact that the 
next day would be the anniversary of 
the great Miramichi lire. Possibly very 
few Colonist readera have ever heard of 
this, which is the moat terrible forest 
fire on record. Only a very few persons 
are now living who were witnesses of it, 
and still fewer were old enough at the 
time to be able to remember it very 
clearly, but twenty-five or thirty years 
ago there were living many who experi- 
enced this awful catastrophe, and their 
descriptions show that it was an event 
of almost unparallelled terror. Tho Ad- 
vocate sums up the story in this para- 
graph : 

Six thousand square miles of country 
were then swept by the flames, four 
towns were iu ruinB; settlements were 
completely blotted out, no trace remain- 
ing of them or their inhabitants save the 
charred bones of those to whom. death 
had come so suddenly. Five hundred 
men, women and children had been 
burned to death. It was years before 
the country recovered from the terrible 
calamity. 

The nvent occurred on October 7th, 
1825, and the scene of it was the portion 
of the province of New Brunswick which 
ia drained by the Miramichi river. The 
summer and autumn of 1825 was ex- 
tremely dry and the conditions were 
favorable for a conflagration. How the 
fire Btarted no one knows. Some sup- 
pose that a number of small fires united 
and swept everything before them. 
Some have attributed it to lightning, 
others to spontaneous combustion and 
even the impact of a blazing meteor ac- 



SIR MACKENZIE BO WELL. 

Victoria is glad to welcome Sir Mac 
kenzie Bowell. It has been the good for 
tune of Canada to have always had for 
first miniaterB gentlemen of whose per 
sonal integrity and devoted loyalty to 
the interests of the Dominion, as they 
understood them, there has been 
no question. Sir Mackenzie ia 
exception to the rule. He represents a 
high type of public men. During hiB 
term as a minister of the crown he waa 
ever mindful of the necessity for devel- 
oping Canadian trade, and British Col- 
umbia ought to feel especially kindly to- 
wards him because of the appreciation 
he evinced of the commercial possibili- 
ties of the Pacific Coast. That he may 
long live to adorn the legislative body 
of which he is an honored member, is 
the sentiment of his countless warm po- 
litical friends, in which his political op- 
ponents heartily share. 

As we understand it Minook Creek, 
the Yukon tributary of the Yukon where 
a rich gold find has been made, is in 
Alaska. Now we Bhall see how beauti- 
fully Uncle Sam will do unto others as 
he would that otherB should do unto 
him. We shall Bee to what extent he 
will feel obliged to let Canadian miners 
take Canadian outfits into the Minook 
district. What we will see is that not a 
single individual, who is not an Ameri 
can citizen, can drive a stake in the dis- 
trict, and not an ounce of dutiable goods 
can be imported for use there without 
every dollar of duty being collected.

The government in arranging 
the conditions of sale, gave the squatterB 
every chance to secure their lots at a 
very reasonable valuation, and in addi- 
tion, made it a condition that Bhould lots 
upon which improvements had been 
made be knocked down to anyone save 
the squatter, the purchaser should pay, 
in add tion to the purchase price of the 
lotor lots, the appraised value of the 
Bquatter's improvements.— Nelson Tri- 
bune. 

THE PROSPECTING SEASON OF '97. 

The prospecting season of 1897 has 
been the moat active in the history of 
southeastern British Columbia. It is 
impossible to obtain even approximately 
tho number of prospectors that are and 
have been in the field. From the best 
authority available, however, it is learn- 
ed that there are over 20,000 free miners 
in this region. Of this number fully one- 
half are engaged in mining and develop- 
ment work. Not a few get out licenses 
simply in order to hold claims, while the 
balance, amounting to about -1,000 or 
4,600, have been actively engaged in 
prospecting in the Kootenay and Bound- 
ary districts. The number of claims 
staked during the present seaBon is very 
large and will average more than one to 
the prospector. — RoBsland Miner.

THE GOOD TEMPLARS. 

Some of the Business Dealt With nt the 
Grand Lodge Meeting. 

The delegates to the Grand Lodge of 
Good Templars, which closed at Wel- 
lington on Wednesday, returned home 
yesterday after a very pleasant, profit- 
able and harmonious meeting. 

Discussions on important questions 
occupied the attention of the grand lodge 
for a considerable time, among them 
being those of gambling and dancing, 
the latter being legislated upon in such 
a manner that the discussion of any 
phase of the question in any regular or 
special meeting of any subordinate lodge 
in the jurisdiction is prohibited. 

The grand lodge decided to place a 
lecturer and organizer in the field for at 
least two months, and for this purpose 
the best local man available will be en- 
gaged. , ., 

It has also decided that the mileage 
paid to delegates iu attendance at Grand 
lodge sessions will be in future a rate of 
five cents per mile for ouo way. 

Petitions to the Dominion parliament 
are to be circulated in the subordinate 
lod»es, praying that when the plebis- 
cite vote is taken throughout the Dom- 
inion, the question of revenue be 
not coupled with the question of the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

Xeal Dow, the "father of prohibi- 
tion," having passed away, a memorial 
relating to his death was adopted by a 
standing vote. 

A movement being on foot to form a 
national temperance committee for the 
Dominion, the first meeting to be held 
in Toronto on October 'Si, Bro. A. K. 
(i. Chap., was appointed to attend at 
Toronto if possible. . 

The union of all temperance societies 
is aimed at, and a lengthy discussion 
waB held as to the practicability of the 
union of prohibition forces. 

The reading of the " International 
Good Templar " was strongly recom- 
mended by the Grand Chief Templar, as 
he said every member of the order should 
read it. . .. 

At the cloee of the BesBion an excellent 
programme was provided by the mem- 
bers of the Wellington lodge for the en- 
tertainment of the Grand Lodge ofheers 
and members, after which all adjourned 
to another hall where a banquet was 
held and toasts drunk from the ' cup 
which cheers but does not inebriate.

This is one out of many parties of from 
three or four to twenty and thirty being 
constantly coming. Letters from dis- 
tant parts often display an amusing 
ignorance of the geography of Canada, aB 
witness the following address which was 
on a letter of enquiry from an Australian 
city, which was tianded to the board of 
trade yesterday :

British Columbia 
or any other big 
town near the Yukon 
Gold rush. 

The postal people very properly sent the 
letter to Victoria, as being the nearest 
town to the Klondyke gold rush, and the 
many inquiries contained in the letter 
will be promptly answered. It simply 
goes to show that Victorians need to ad- 
vertise, advertise, advertise if they 
mean to capture the trade and not allow 
any alien cities to get the trade of out- 
fitting that by natural advantages, near- 
ness to the Klondyke and reasonab e 
prices properly belongs to British Col- 
umbia. 

The incorporation is published in the 
Gazette of the Ruth No. Si Mining, Co., 
(.united, with a capital stock of Jfu.uUU, 
aud iiead office at Kaslo. 

Louis CheVRILLON, a mining engineer 
from Now York, has been in V ictoria for 
the past few days, and intends sailing on 
the Willapa to-ninht for Alberni, where 
he will have a look at the mines. Ho 
will go acroBB country then to Nanaimo, 
and from there make a trip to Texada. 

Notice of incorporation is given in this 
week's British Columbia Gazette of the 
incorporation under the Farmers Insti- 
tute and Co-operation Act, of the Van- 
couver Island Produce Society, with a 
capital stock of .$'2,500, with power to in- 
crease aB subscribed for. This is tho so- 
ciety which has been formed as a result 
of the meeting recently held in this city. 



First-class sporting dogs are a specialty 
of British Columbia, a fact to which the 
bench show now in progress at the As- 
sembly hall on Fort Btreet bears oloqnent 
testimony. Terriers, watch dogs and the 
pet classes do not command particular 
attention in this corner of the great 
West, but all tho various lines of good 
setters, cocker and field spaniels and 
setters— this is the country in which 
they are at home. 

YeBterday witnessed the formal open- 
ing of the dog show. The Lieutenant- 
Governor and His Worship Mayor Red- 
fern did the honors at three in the after- 
noon, congratulating Superintendent 
Matson on the excellence of the display 
arranged under his energetic and capable 
direction, and expressing their satisfac- 
tion with the show in all its depart- 
ments. Even the best bred of the dogs 
harked a merry choruB while the two 
representative gentlemen were speaking, 
each no doubt anxious not to be over- 
looked, or else desirous of heartily en- 
dorsing the wordB of praise. 

That the show deserves all the kind 
words that may be spoken of it, no one 
who has attended will for a moment de- 
pute. It is superlatively the best bench 
exhibition the Pacific Northwest has yet 
seen, while to British Columbians it is a 
revelation. The hall itself is picturesque 
in the extreme, the general decorations 
producing an harmonious and decidedly 
artistic ell'ect in green and gay colors, 
while the dogs number between one 
hundred and fifty and two hundred of 
the most valuable canines in the country, 
and as Mr. Sinclair, the great dog expert 
from San Francisco puts it, 

" The decorationB and general arrange- 
ment of the exhibition hall surpass any- 
thing yet accomplished at any kennel 
show of America, while the dogs are as a 
rule high claB9, and alike creditable to 
the exhibitors and to the management 
that has secured them." 

This is strong praise indeed, and com- 
ing from one competent to apeak author- 
itatively, it should go fartowards recom- 
pensing Mr. Matson for the time and 
labor he has cheerfully bestowed upon 
the enterprise. 

There aeemB, indeed, to have been no 
detail overlooked in the preparations for 
the exhibition. The catalogues, for ex- 
ample, give not only the condensed ruleB 
of tho American Kennel Association, un- 
der whose eanc'.iou and auspices the 
show this year is held, but provide in 
addition a complete list of the exhibits, 
with the name, ownership, pedigree and 
value of each and every exhibit. The 
kennela are accurately numbered, and 
the catalogue thua becomes an invaluable 
guide to seeing the Bhow intelligently, 
while saving the asking and answering 
of innumerable questions. 

It is in the English, Irish and Gordon 
setters that the show h BtrongeBt, point- 
ers being still a rarity in British Colum- 
bia, and the fox terriers being, for some 
reason or other, noticeably weak as a 
class, although several excellent indi- 
vidual BpecimenB are present. The 
collies are worthy of the largest and 
doggiest city in the land, while fine 
samples of their families are found 
among the great Danes, the cockers and 
the toy terriers, Mid. Gavin H. Burns' 
lollection of the latter being, in fact, one 
if the features of the entire exhibition. 

Competition is keen among those en- 
tered for the *' best decorated kennel" 
prize, and some decidedly pleasing 
effects have been produced, with the use 
of flowers, foliage and ribbons by the 
yard. The leading competitors here ate 
Mrs. II. Dallas Helmcken, Mrs. Bella- 
my, Mrs. Emil Pferdner, Mrs. G. 11. 
Seelig, Mrs. Savannah, Mrs. Gavin H. 
liurna, Mrs. MoKeon, Mrs. Yates and 
Rev. J. W. L Hilton. Which of these 
exhibitors is entitled to the palm of su- 



periority will be determined tlii a morn- 
ing by a committee composed of Mrs. I. 
W.Powell, MrB. D. M.Eberts und Mrs. 
Bradley Dyne. 

The general judging of the doga will 
be taken up by Mr. E. Divis. the expert 
fancier from Birmingham, England, at 
ten thiB morning. Seats have been pro- 
vided in the judging room, and all who 
wish to witness this important work and 
learn how the dogs are scored, will have 
opportunity to acquire dog wisdom or 
satisfy their idle curiosity as i he ease may 
be. Score cardBwillbefurnipliedallownera 
on the conclusion of the judging, show- 
ing the points in detail made by their 
pots, and tho awards will be as valuable 
as those of any bench show in the land. 

It would require an entire newspaper t o 
describe tho show as it perhaps deserves 
to be described. Not only are the exhi- 
bits, the decorated kennels, the general 
charming arrangements of the hall, and 
the " system " everywhere displayed, 
worthy of attention and of praise, but 
the light refreshment and contectiouery 
room in charge of Mr. J. A. Lawrence, 
the gueBtB' room, the Brno-kern' retreat, 
and half a dozen other evidences of Su- 
perintendent Matson'e thoughtfulness— 
all call for recognition and appreciative 
comment. 

To those who want to know which is 
the best hour of the day at which to 
" take in " the show, only otieansiver can 
be given— any hour of morning, after- 
noon or evening. The exhibition is con- 
tinuous and unvaryingly interesting, al- 
though from 7 to !> in the morning and 
from 5 to 7 in the evening, the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the exhibition disinfec- 
ted and the dogs fed and exercised may 
appeal to some aa a noteworthy oppor- 
tunity. 

Mr* Matson and his associate workera 
have gone to great expense as 
well as much trouble and sacrifice of 
time in providing such a bench show 
aB will do good work lor the benefit oi 
high bred (not hybrid) dog stock. At 
the same time the show will unques- 
tionably prove a great -advertisement of 
the city and province, aud ior both these 
reasons, aa well as because they owe it 
to themselves to see the exhibition, Vic- 
torians should favor the show with their 
liberal patronage. 

It is an expensive venture for the local 
fanciers, and their only means of recoup- 
ing themselves for the large Bums In- 
vested is the receipts from the sale of 
a Imission tickets. A word to the patri- 
otic citizen, the lover of good dogs, the 
man or the woman who aims to encour- 
age commendable enterprise, should be 
aullicient. 

DIED RED-HANDED. 

A Stace Robber Resists Arrest, Kills . an 
Officer and Is Himself Killed. 

Delta, Gal., Oct. 14.— Win. Harold, of 
this place, and Under-Slierifi Radford, of 
Yreka, were killed, and Under- Sheriff 
Stewart was seriously wounded this 
morning, while the officers were at- 
tempting to arrest Harold for complicity 
in the robbery of the Yrelia and Jones 
staue on the 20th of last September. 
The stolen money was traced by detec- 
tives Thacker and J. Jennings, of Wells 
Fargo & Co., to this place, and the Siek- 
yotf county officers, in accordance with 
instructions, tame down from Yreka 
last night for the purpoBO of arreBtinc 
Harold and taking him to that place. 
About 8:30 this morning Radford and 
Stewart presented themselves at Har- 
old's house and asked for him. When 
he came to the door, Stewart said: 

" I want to see you, Harold." 

The latter replied " I'm ready," and 
opened fire upon the officers with a re- 
volver. The firBt shot took effect in 
Stewart's leg, while the second bullet 
struck Radford in the left breast, killing 
him almost instantly. Stewart who had 
fallen in front of the door when Eliot, 
emptied his gun at Harold, who fell 
mortally wounded with several bullet 
holes in his chest and abdomen. He 
died soon afterwards.

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Hon. Mr. Turner Discusses With the 
Board of Trad* the- Needs of 
Kootenay. 



Further Aid" to Public Works 
Prospect Owing: to Increased 
Kevenue. 



(From the Itossland Minor, Oct. 12.) 

The board of trade rooi.ua in the Im- 
perial block were completely filled last 
eveniug on the occasion of tho meetinp 
to hear the Hon. J. H. Tumor, Premier 
of. the province, who arrived in the city 
yesterday morning. 

J. S. 0. Frasor, the vice-preoident of 
the board, presided, and Smith Curtia 
read the following memorial: 
To Ike Honorable J. IF. Turner, Premier of 
British Columbia: 

Sib,— The board of trade of the city of 
Rossland extends to you a hearty welcome 
to our young city, and trusts that your 
visit will be pleasant una instructive. 

It is gratifying to our citizens and especi- 
ally to our business men to have you come 
among us. Understanding that your trip 
through Kootenay and to our city is largely 
for the purpose ol learning at firsthand the 
special wants and requirements of the 
localities visited, the board desires to assist 
you in so laudable an object, and therefore 
requests your consideration of the pressing 
needs of the Itossland district. 

In asking the government to give con- 
siderable financial aid to this locality, the 
board believes it is justified in so doing by 
the very large revenue the province is re- 
ceiving" from Rosslaod and vicinity and 
the certainty of t lie revenue rapidly in- 
creasing in the future. The ore output 
will be several times multiplied as soon as 
cheap transportation and fovver treutment 
charges are given, anil there is every pros- 
pect of these being given at no distant date, 
and the provincial revenue therefrom will 
profit largely thereby. 

The board asks the attention of yourself 
and your government to the following 
matters: 

(I) A court house; (2) a supreme court 
registry ollice; (3) a land registry otlico; 
(4) an increased school appropriation; (6) 
reasonable grants for trails and roads; (0) 
and (7) additional grants for tire purposes 
and for hospitals; vt>) the abolition of the 
miner's license, and especially of the com- 
pany license; (!l) the prevailing uncer- 
tainty of land titles in the city; (10) read 
3 us t men t of the taxation of the mines it 
the city limits; (11) redistribution of tin 
provincial electoral districts to give the 
Trail creek division a represetative. 

Each of the clauses was treated at 
some length in tho memorial. The doc- 
ument was signed by the officers of the 
board of trade. After expressing hie 
pleasure at bein^abie to meet the people 
of Roasland, the Premier turned at once 
to the consideration of the memorial. 

In regard to the first clause, referring 
to the revenue derived from the city ol 
Rosslaod, Air. Turner pointed out that 
tfie provincial receipts from this neigh- 
borhood came not so much from the 
municipality as from tho surrounding 
mines. Nevertheless, the government 
fully appreciated the highly important 
position held by Rosaland, and recog- 
nized in her a city of the moat brilliant 
future. 

The government, eaid Mr. Turner, had 
not been informed by the Supreme 
court judges that they would not hold 
court in liossland through lack of suit- 
able buildings. What he did under- 
stand them to say was that there was no 
suitable building here in which to re- 
ceive tlieiu. Duriug his present visit he 
had been impressed with the insignfi- 
cance of the present government build- 
ing, and though he had formerly imag- 
ined that by adding to the existing 
building proper accommodation for hold- 
ing court could be secured, yet since 
arriving here he had discovered that a 
new court house and government build- 
ing is necessary, and he hoped that a 
suitable site f'ir such a building could be 
secured. It would be impossible to build 
the new court house until the next ses- 
sion of the legislature, and he thought 
that an appropriation could then be 
secured, For the present, he would 
have the government agent here secure 
suitable accommodations for holding 
court until a new building could be 
erected. 

Regarding the new schoolhouse, the 
Premier said he had been shown the 
plans drawn up by the local board, 
which would cost lot) per cent, more 
than the amount of the appropriation. 
While he had committed himself to al- 
lowing the local school board 50 per 
cent, more than the allowance, yet he 
could hardly etrecch the appropriation 
to ti.e amount asked, and he would 
advice the local board to keep itself 
within the bounds of the amount named. 

Mr. Turner was happy to announce 
that the appointment of a Supreme 
court registrar is to be made here, and 
the appointment and the rules govern- 
ing the local office will probably be 
gazetted next Thursday. Unfortunately 
he was not in a position to give assurance 
that a land registry office would be estab- 
lished here, 

Formerly, when the growth of the 
province was slow, it was found to be a 
satisfactory plan to allow the local gov- 
ernment agent and tho member from 
the district to see to tho building of 
trails and roads. At present, though, it 
seemed desirable to put tho construction 
of trails and roads in the minds of a dis- 
interested engineer, who would be re- 
sponsible for the proper execution of hie 
department. He would not say that the 
district of Kootenay had received roads 
appropriate to its needs, but In connec- 
tion with the roads was to be considered 
the building of railways in Kootenay, 
At the earnest solicitation of the people 
of the district; tho government had 
guaranteed the interest on the bonds of 
the Nakusp ec Slocan, and that subsidy 
had been nearly exhausted. Neverthe- 
less he was pleased to have learned that 
in the past year the tributary road to 
the Nakusp & Slocan, the Kaelo oc Slo- 
can, had quadrupled the amount of its 
ore truflic. 

Por the several years past tho govern- 
ment had paid much attention to public 
works, but in this respect it had been 
handicapped through the scarcity of 
revenue and the amount of territory 
demanding needed improvements. Of 



late the receipt from the sale of lands, 
formerly an important addition to the 
provincial revenues, had been dwind- 
ling away, but the other and legitim- 
ate revenue had been steadily in- 
creasing, till the receiptB for the vear 
ending June ol) were about $200,000 in 
excess of the estiraatea, and approxi- 
mated a million and a half. At the 
same time the credit of the province waa 
so good that it stood only behind the 
Dominion and possibly Ceylon in the 
money markets of Europe. The provin- 
cial three per cents were now selling at 
about 103 in the English market. The 
finances of the province being in auch 
a flattering condition, the government 
was now able to pay more attention than 
ever to public improvements. 

The purpose of Iub present visit was 
to see the local needs of the various 
diatricta, and he hoped to be able to see 
that a considerable portion of the 
revenues derived from the mining dis- 
tricts be expended in the districts them- 
selves. 

Mr. Turner announced that the gov- 
ernment's accepted policy ia to aid in 
helping along the local tire departments 
and hospitals, and he was confident that 
this policy would be carried out in the 
ease of Rossland. 

The Premier waa much impressed with 
tho necessity of abolishing some of the 
most onerous features of the prevailing 
laws affecting miners' licenses, and ho 
favored the doing away of the license in 
the case of working miners and em- 
ployes of the mines. He would not make 
a liconso necessary until a man came to 
record his claim, but continuously there- 
after. At present, though, he would not 
favor tho reduction of the license de- 
manded of companies. 
■ In reference to the prevailing difficulty 
over titles of land in the city limits out- 
side of the original town site, the Premier 
preferred not to speak at present, aa it 
was a subject now before the courts. 

Regarding the clause in the memorial 
authorizing the municipality to tax the 
mines in the city limits, Mr. Turner was 
not prepared to speak at present, but he 
recognized the claim and hoped to be 
able to perfect somo such arrangement 
whereby the city could derive some 
revenue from the land at present return- 
ing no revenuo to the municipality. 

The Premier did not recall that his 
government had promised a representa- 
tive to the Trail creek district, but he 
was fully impressed with the necessity 
of proper representation for Kootenay, 
(Applause). 

To revert to politics, he had found all 
along the line of his present trip that the 
present government would be handsome- 
ly sustained at the coming election. Not 
only in the government districts, but in 
the opposition seetLms of the country as 
well he had discovered that that the pre- 
sent government was held in high es- 
teora by the public. (Great applause}. 

He hoped to carry out a number of 
much needed public improvements, 
chief among which was the extension of 
the railway system throughout the min- 
ing districts. He referred to the very 
great and immediate need of a railway 
from the Columbia river to the Bound- 
ary mines, and declared that the bring- 
ing of Boundary ores to Columbia river 
smelters would have much to do with 
the thorough and successful establish- 
ment of Kootenay pmelters. He bad 
gone to Ottawa on a miBBion which he 
considered of the greatest importance, 
the construction of a railroad from Rob- 
son to Penticton. (Great applause.) 
After ten days hard work ha waa assur- 
ed that the road would be under way 
in six months. On his return to the 
Coast he waB amazed to find that the 
whole plan had been thwarted, and not 
only that, but he was actually charged 
with having defeated the measure. To 
this charge and to similar charges he 
would only point to his record of over SO 
yearB ia the province, If he had been 
the too! of corporations and the ally of 
corruption it Bhould certainly seem that 
lie should be at least a moderately 
wealthy man by this time, while as a 
matter of fact he would gladly exchange 
financial places with a good many of the 
auditors before him, (Applause.) 

The meeting then closed. 

DUREANT'S APPEAL'S. 

The State Protests That the Course ol 
Criminal Law is Unduly Hampered. 

Washington, Oct. 13.— The motion for 
a speedy hearing of the Durrant case 
presents the following reasons: 

That the case involves the prompt ad- 
ministration of the criminal laws of Cal- 
ifornia; that appellant has been con- 
victed of murder in the first degree, 
judgment of conviction has been passed 
upon him and affirmed by the highest 
judicial tribunal of tho state, and this 
proceeding delays punishment of appel- 
lant in accordance with thn judgment 
pronounced against him; that the ap- 
peal in this caEe prevents the prompt 
administration of the criminal laws of 
California ; that by reason of this pro- 
ceeding, and others of like character 
pending in this court, the enforcement 
of the criminal laws of California is 
hampered and thwarted, and the laws 
of that state for the administration of 
justice and the punishment of crime are 
rendered largely nugatory and are 
brought int;; derision and contempt ; 
that therefore a speedy determination of 
the case is in the interests of justice, 
law and order, and is a matter of the 
utmost importance to tho people of Cal- 
ifornia, 

The court took the motion under ad- 
visement.

METHODISTS IX SESSION. 

Yesterday's Meeting of the District Conven 
Hon— Able Papers on Subjects of 
Interest to All. 

Those who woro privileged to be pres- 
ent in the Metropolitan Methodist 
church yesterday had the opportunity of 
hearing addresses upon some of tho most 
interesting and important questions now 
engaging tho attention of members of 
this wide-spread and influential denom- 
ination. Tho idea of holding conven- 
tions of the churchoa of Victoria district 
is a happy one, but the usefulness, of auch 
a plan waa never more plainly demonstra- 
ted than on thisoccasion. Thediscussious 
brought forth much that waa of help 
and benefit to all present, and tho inter- 
change of ideas cannot fail to be produc- 
tive of much good. 

The convention was called to order by 
Rev. J. F. lietts, chairman of the dis- 
trict, and after the usual opening exer- 
cises had been gone through, the chair- 
man briefly explained the origin and 
objecta of the convention, and expressed 
the opinion that in inviting Rev. T. 
Orosby, the president ol the conference, 
to take the chair, he would be voicing 
the wishes of the convention aB 
a whole. Thia receiving the hearty 
endorsation of those present, the 
reverend president took the chair 
and in doing so expressed the hope that 
the convention would result in much 
good both intellectual and spiritual to 
the ministers and the laity. 

Rev. J. P. Bowell, who waa on the 
programme for the first paper, not hav- 
ing arrived, Rev. J. W. Winslow was 
called upon to read his contribution 
upon the subject of " The importance of 
circulating good literature," in the 
course of which he presented a very 
strong case for more attention being 
paid to thia important subject. In 
the discussion which followed, several 
thoughtful suggestions were made, 
amongst them being one by Rev. C. H. 
M. Sutherland in regard to tho plan 
adopted at Wellington, where he is sta- 
tioned, in the establishment of a reading 
club for the purpose of enabling the 
members to obtain bonks of an educa- 
tional natu"e. Rev. J, C. Speer, in an 
excellent speech, drew a well defined 
line between " fiction and fiction," and 
incidentally had something to say of the 
pernicious influence exercised by that 
clues of fiction known as " yellow litera- 
ture." He also reminded ilia hearers of 
a disadvantage under which the work- 
ing ciasBes in the West suffer in the 
matter of literature from the fact that 
the cost of the same iB so much higher 
in this province than in the Kaat. 
Several other contlemen followed ami 
the position taken by Rev. O. H. M. 
Sutherland that he would place tho in- 
Uuerice of literature second to that of 
the pulpit met with general endorsation. 

Rev. J. P. Bowell having by this time 
arrived hia paper upon the subject of 
" How to develop the connexional spirit 
of our church," was next iu order 
and proved to be of the most 
interesting natuie. The essayist 
drew a very striking comparison 
between tho spirit operating in early 
Methodism and in the primitive Chris- 
tian church, and dealt with the form of 
connexionaliam now existing in the 
church, which he classed as firstly in 
the quarterly official board dealing with 
all the affairs of the local church ; sec- 
ondly, thedistrict meetings dealing with 
circuite; thirdly, the conference dealing 
with districts ; and fourthly, tho general 
conference dealing with all. The paper, 
which was a thoughtful and usef til 
contribution to the proceedinga of 
the convention, waa much appreciated, 
and those who took part in tho subse- 
quent discussion gave evidence of having 
been deeply impressed with the masterly 
manner in which Mr. Bowell had 
handled his subject. 

Rev. J. P. Hicks expressed himself as 
being desirous of ascertaining the real 
reason for the decrease of connexional- 
ism in the church, and aucgested that 
financial burdena were not the least 
amongst these. One of the features of 
the discussion was a very fearless and 
forcible address by Bro. Crosby, which 
imparted a feeling of personal responsi- 
bility for the state of things mentioned 
by the essayist to ill! Mr. Crosby's 
hearers. 

As a remedy for the decrease of con- 
nexionalism spoken of, the following 
suggestion seemed to commend them- 
selves to the speakers ; (1) An exchange 
of pulpits among Methodist ministers; 
CJ) the instruction of children in the 
doctrine and history of Methodism; (3) 
an easy transfer of ministers from Past 
to West and West to East of the Domin- 
ion ; (-1) and the emphasis and explan- 
ation of connexional funds. 

Mr. Crosby's paper on the " Needs of 
city mission work " proved itself to be 
an address which was much more in- 
spiring and forcible than it would have 
been had the gontleman confined him- 
self to his paper. A plain, fearless and 
pathetic address on the crying need for 
organized mission work in our city 
brought forth considerable additional 
testimony as to the existing state of 
things. The Chinese came in for a 
large share of attention ; and Mr. Cros- 
by, while granting the strength of the 
position taken by those who plead 
for the education of the Chinese, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Chinese 
i In mselves should help to pay for such 
education. 

T'.o evening session waa devoted to a 
prayer meeting, and to-day, at the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions, the program me 
will be ns announced in yesterday's Col- 
onist. In the evening a mass meeting 
will be held in the church, to which, as 
also to the convention sessions, (he pub 
lie are cordially invited.

SAANICH FALL SHOW. 



Thirtieth Aiimial Exhibition Opens 
for Visitors To-day at 
Saaiiichton. 



Juderini; Exhibits Yesterday Re- 
quired Great Discrimination, 
All Being- So Good. 



History repeats itBelf in connection 
with the Saanich Agricultural Socioty's 
fall exhibition. Commenting upon that 
lield twelve months ago, the Colonist 
then said that the show opened with a 
larger number of exhibits than was re- 
corded in 1S95, and now in 1S97 the samo 
state of things exists as compared with 
1300. This is a source of congratulation 
t) the directors of tho pioneer agricul- 
tural society, in addition to being a guar- 
antee to intending visitors of the quality 
of the exhibition. 

And indeed, anyone who can, by any 
possible arrangement of his or her en- 
gagements, make it convenient to go 
out to the pretty little settlement at 
Baanichton to-day, should take advan- 
tage of the opportunity, for in addition 
to tho attractions offered by the show 
itself, the trip, either by road or rail, in 
this pleasaut October weather, ia a tieat 
which many repetitions would fail to 
detract from. 

Tho farming district of Saanich has 
long ago established its claim to be 
ranked among the best on the 
island, and no Victorian is eo 
ignorant of the advantages pos- 
sessed by that favored locality aB to 
question the ability of the farmers 
there to hold their own in the produc- 
tion of grain, roots, fruit, and indeed all 
classeBof farm and garden produce. If 
any such doubter there be, let him to- 
day vieit the Agricultural Hall at Saan- 
ichton and be convinced of the error of 
his opinion. 

Two points which most impress the 
visitor may be first mentioned. Fore- 
most among the exhibits will be noticed 
the number of entries in the apple class, 
the first being really of excellent appear- 
ance and quality. This refers particu- 
larly to the late varieties in which the 
competition was bo uniformly keen that 
Mr. R. M. Palmer generously awarded a 
third prize specially to mark the close- 
ness with which the exhibits vied in ex- 
cellence. 

The second noteworthy instance is 
not bo pleasing. Although a prizu wag 
ofl'ereel for hops anel the Saanich district 
bid fair at one time to become famed as 
a hop-raising country, not a single ex- 
hibit is to be seen. This is a repetition 
of the experience of last year, but is not 
the less regrettable because of that being 
the case. 

The roots section contains some not- 
able entries which are sufficient evidence 
of the adaptability of the growers of the 
district to the conditions of eoil 
and climate. The potatoes and 
turnips are good, and keen 
competition is the rule in all classes. In 
the grain section, the spring wheat looks 
well, being of much moio than averago 
quality. The barley and oats are also 
excellent, but the Indian corn, for fod- 
der, is remarkable rather for what it is 
not than for what it is. 

To turn to tho entrieB which give evi- 
dence of what may be tern.ed the inside 
work of the farm, and which ger^rally 
come within the domain if the "good 
housewife," the butter ia simply amaz- 
ing. Twenty-five entries is a record 
even for Saanich, long f. mous for its 
butter making, and the ninny marks of 
the testing knife observable upon each 
of the entries, give evidence of the diffi- 
culty the judges bad in n aking their 
award. The first prize was given to a 
sample of excellent taste, albeit a little 
doubtful in color, but wheie so much 
that was excellent bad to be decided be- 
tween, the task of choosing must have 
been one requiring much uitrit of judg- 
ment. 

In the grounds, the horses certainly 
claim first mention. Some very excel- 
lent draugtn animals are shown, anel in 
the roadster class, special mention should 
be made of the black buggy horso for 
which Mr. F. Turgoose wao awarded the 
first prize. In all the requisite points 
this far excelled the others in the same 
cIsbs, anci as a four-year-old is note- 
worthy in many respects as a valuable 
tmimal. 

j. no cattle are hardly up to the stand- 
ard, the Hulsteius beitiL' tho only class 
in which anything like a satisfactory 
showing is made. Tho Jerseys aro few 
in number and comparatively poor in 
quality, In the graded t:lass a fairly 
good bull was shown by Mr. J. Hogan, 
but the entries in this department would 
give the casual observer the impression 
that the requisite attention is not being 
paid to the raising of the best and most 
suitable breeds. 

Rev. F. G. Christmas, whose fame na 
a poultry-raiser extends beyond the im- 
mediate vicinity wherein he is best 
known, has pome choice exhibits in 
Brahinas and Black Spanish, and easily 
captured the first prize in both theEO 
olasees. Tho other entries are good, 
ono pen of white geeee being particu- 
larly noticeable. 

Altogether the exhibition will well re- 
pay a visit, and all those who journey 
out to Saanichton to-day will fintl that 
in addition to the attraction provieled by 
the show every arrangement has bton 
made for their comfort by the manage- 
ment. Tho ladies' committee of tho 
Saanichton church will provide lunch 
on the grounds at the modest piicJ of 
twenty-five cents; the train service is 
ample and the ball, with which the 
affair will wind up, promises to 
be not the least feature of the 
whole show. A train will bo in readi- 
ness to convoy the Victoria visitors 
back to town after the last dance, and 
none need hesitate a moment in visiting 
Saanichton by reason of any doubt there 
may be of the heartiness of Ihe welcome 
which will bo extended to tl)6m.

HOK m ARRAIGNED. 



Prosecution Claim That He aud 
Hot Yee Geo Wrote Compro- 
mising- Letters. 



Ami That it is a Plot to Impugn 
Ex-Collector Saunders' Char- 
acter. 



An offshoot of the Port Towneend cus- 
toms scandal opened in the Victoria 
police court yeaterday before Magistrate 
Macrae, when Hok Taw, alias Ah Tueof 
tliiB city was charged " that he did be- 
tween the first day of January and the 
first day of August of the present year, 
unlawfully forge the name of Yee Gee to 
two letters dated December 1(1, 1SSIG, and 
May 16, 1897." 

The first of these letters was that to 
ETg Hok Hank, which was published in 
the Colonist yeBterday morning, and if 
proved to be authentic, will show that a 
wholesale business has been done in 
assisting illegal Chinese immigration to 
the States. The second letter deals with 
the same subject, aud if anything, goes 
further into details, showing the num- 
ber of Chinese.tliat have been assisted 
irom Victoria. It reads as folio ws : 
Mr. N(j How Ifok. 

My Dear Friend, — Your favor of last 
week came duly to hand. The names of 
the live people and their photographs I 
have entrusted the lawyer with. The testi- 
mony for the live people I will send over to 
you for then: to familiarize themselves 
with. In about a week I will go in person 
to Collector Saunders' house and make the 
necessary arrangements with him, so that 
your live people can come over. I shall be 
interpreting in the customs house, so your 
people need not lie anxious, but may let 
your minds rest easy. All you have to do 
is to open your mouth and I will know 
what to say to the collector, who will then 
decide everything. Our company from the 
6th month of last year has contracted to 
land thirty people from China per each 
boat, and there have been eighteen trips al- 
together. All of these landed safely and 
not one has been remanded to China. By 
way of Victoria we have brought in 380 peo- 
ple, all of whom landed safely and not one 
remanded to Victoria. Tell those who are 
coming over to be sure not to say 1 (Yee 
Gee) am contracting to bring them over. 
The $750 for the live people kindly hand to 
the cook, my nephew Yee Wo Chik, to 
bring over to he left wit h Ng Hok Yin, of 
Yee Sluing it Co. Immediately upon its 
receipt I will ask Collector Saunders to let 
your men over. 

Don't let Ng Hok Taw know that I am 
contracting to bring these men in. He is 
always helping the government. Should 
you have more men yo i wish me to make 
merchant papers for, "the price will he $150, 
each landed at I'ort Townsend and money 
paid immediately. We will allow you .$5 
on each man for your trouble. It is need- 
less to say that it is absolutely necessary 
that you "should not tell any one that I am 
passing Chinese into the United States on 
merchant certificates. There is no need for 
repeating the injunction. 

From Yee (Gee), 

Port Townsend. 

Port Townsend, 1th mo. , Kith day, Ting 
Yow Year. 

(May 111, 1S!>7.) 

The reason of the present prosecution 
of Hok Taw is to prove these letters 
have been forged by him to get Yee Gee 
aud Mr. Saunders into trouble. It iB 
claimed that Yee Gee never wrote the 
letters, aud that Hok Taw is not the 
good assistant of Uncle Sam's govern- 
ment that the last letter would indicate. 
Mr. George Powell appeared for the 
prosecution witli Mr. P. Jennings, a Port 
Townsend attorney, who iB already con- 
versant with the earlier proceedings in 
the States, to assist. 

The case is one of those difficult ones 
in which apparently a number of Chi- 
nese are arrayed ugainBt eacli other on 
both sides, making it harder to sift than 
in the case of white men. 

Mr. Powell in his opening remarks 
sketched a brief outline of the case. 
These letters, he aaid, signed with the 
name of Yee Gee were forgeries, with 
the evident intention of impugning the 
character of Mr. Saunders. They had 
come to light in the course of an otlicial 
examination and subsequent criminal 
proceedings in Seattle. The prosecution 
bad a witness to prove that the seal used 
on the letters was the same as that used 
by Hok Ta * , the prisoner. Hok Taw- 
had more various contradictory state- 
ments, too, about the letters, at first 
denying that he knew anything about 




them, then admitting he had picked 
them up on the Kingston's wharf, where 
he claimed a relative oi Yee Gee had 
dropped them, and after donying that 
he could read, admitting later on that 
he had read the letters. 

The two letters which had already 
been used in the United States District 
court in Seattle were produced by Mr. 
Robert M. Hopkins, clerk of that court. 
The letters were very much in evidence 
all day, for it is a case where apparently 
only Chinese experta can Bay who wrote 
them. 

Yee Geo, the man who claims his good 
name has been wrongfully used, is the 
Chinese interpreter at Port Townsend. 
He was examined at considerable length, 
and Mr. H. G. Hall, who appeared for 
the defence, subjected him and the suc- 
ceeding witnesses to a prolonged cross- 
examination. 

During the taking of the evidence Hok 
Taw, the accused, Bat smiling incredu- 
lously most of the time, occasionally 
shaking his head as much as to say that 
ho wondered how anyone could believe 
he could be guilty. 

Yee Gee denied stoutly that he had 
written the letters or signed hia name 
to them. Then the "good luck" seal 
on the letter was not his. He denied 
having been in any way mixed up in 
smuggling hia countrymen into the 
States; nor had he ever any dealings 
with Ye Wo Chick along those lines. 

There was a little misunderstanding 
when the next witness Btood up. He 
was called upon as How Hok, but at 
first kept saying he waa Ung Ching. 
Apparently How Hok is a nickname, for 
when it was mentioned he Baid he was 
called that as well as Ung Ching. He 
was one of three men to whom one of 
the letters was supposed to be address 
ed, but he aaid he did not know Yee 
Gee, never wrote to him, nor did he get 
letters from him. 

Next came a white witness, Charles 
Wappeuatein, a Pinkerton detective 
from Poitland who had come here to 
hunt up Hok Taw. Hok Taw wlim 
shown photographs of the lettera Eaidat 
tiiBt that he knew nothing about them, 
and could not read anyway. Then the 
accused had admitted that he had found 
the lettera on the Kingston wharf, where 
Wo Zick had dropped them. Taw next 
contradicted hiB former atatennent by 
ndmitting having read the lettera and 
had then sent them to "Rev." Mr. 
Gardner in California. When asked why- 
he had not forwarded the letters to the 
persons to whom addressed, Taw had 
given an evasive answer — a grunt and a 
shake of the head. This all happened 
two weekB ago and before Taw's arrest 

Detective Perdue practically corrobor- 
ated Mr. WappeiiBtein. Taw had said 
Saunders was no friend of his, and he 
did not care whether he went to jail or 
not. 

The next witness was a Chinaman 
who apparently desired to adapt himself 
to the ways of the country he lives in, at 
least outwardly. Hie name waB See 
Dor, and from a fourteen years' residence 
in Victoria he waB quite ready to swear 
anyway, and though not a Christian 
would jtiBt as Eoon kiss the book as not. 

"la that aatisfaotory to you, Mr 
Hall," asked the magistrate. 

" I don't care whether he iB sworn or 
not," replied the counsel for the de 
fence smiling, the witneBB being one of 
those brought by the prosecution. 

The witness accommodatingly re- 
marked that if the white people wanted 
him to kias the book he was quite agree 
able. 

" But tho white peoplo do not want 
him to kiss the book," remarked the 
Magistrate, " but to Bwear in any way 
he considers binding." 

Well, then, See Dor would burn a 
paper, which he accordingly did, and as 
lie apparently was indiilerent as to what 
happened to him hereafter if lie did not 
tell the truth he was reminded that if 
caught lying in this world he would 
spend a year in jail. 

This witneaa proved a lengthy one 

He had known the accused for four 
teen or fifteen years, and had once been 
his partner. He produced some Chines 
accounts which he said the prisoner had 
written to him, and on comparing these 
with the alleged forged letter he declared 
that the good luck seal was the same 
and some of the characters in hia genu 
ine letter appeared the same as some in 
one of the forged one*. 

When it came down to cross-examina- 
tion the witness said he could not read 
lie made aome lengthy examinations of 
the genuine letter, Biispected forgeries 
and claimed to be able to mako out that 
some of the characters were similar, as 
were also the impressions of the " good 
luck seal." 

This was thogiBt oi the evidence taken 
when the court adjourned uutil this 
morning at 10 o'clock.
